Cuicaco, Dec. 29.—Colonel Corbia 


of the army headquarters here, thie 


morning received a telegram from 
General Miles at Rapid City, 8. D. 
confirming the Associated Press dis- 
patches of last night about the cap- 
ture of Big Foot and his band. Cole 
nel Corbia thinks this virtually means 
the ending of all the trouble and that 
General Miles will be able to start for 
home in a few days. The General left 
Rapid Oity yesterday on horseback for 
Pine Ridge Agency, a journey of 70 
miles. 

Omana, Dec, 29.—A special to the 
Bee from Pine Ridge says that Big 
Foot’s band was discovered shortly 
before noon yesterday by Little Bat, 
one of the Indian scouts. The hostile 
camp is eight miles northwest of Ma- 
jor Whiteside’s camp and one mile 
from Wounded Knee. When this was 
reported to Major Whiteside he or- 
dered four troops of the seventh cav- 
alry into the saddle and marched to 
the point indicated by the scout. As 
the military approached, the hostiles 
formed in a long line of battle. Major 
Whiteside brought his men up into 
line, and when they came within rifle 
shot, Big Foot came forward on foot 
and unarmed and signalled that he 
wanted to speak with the Major. Dis- 
mounting, the latter walked out and 
mat the chief. As they came forward 
Big Foot extended his hand in token 
of peace, and said: 

Tam sick. My people here want 


Major Whitesidecut him short with: 
won't talk, nor will I have any par- 
leying at all. It is either an uncondi- 
tional surrender or a fight, that is your 
answer. 

„We surrender,”’. said the chief. 
„We would have done so before, but 
we couldn’t find you and couldn’t find 
any soldiers to surrender to.“ 

Then, at a signal, his warriors raised 
a white flag, and in less time than it 
takes to write it, the military had 
their prisoners surrounded, and scouts 
were hastened into Pine Ridge Agency 
for the other four troops of the fourth 
cavalry and Lieutenant Taylor’s scouts 
to help guard and disarm the party. 
There are 150 warriors, all perfectly 
armed, and 250 sequaws, together with 
many children. They seem to be all 
well fixed for war, except that some of 
them are without ponies. Major 
Whiteside has 2,500 soldiers. The 
general opinion is the surrender of 
Big Foot is not in good faith. The In- 
dians still retain their arms. The 
party, however, is being watched, and 
the first false move will precipitate a 
fight. 

Another special from Pine Ridge 
says a battle was fought last night be- 
tween the hostiles and troops on Por- 
cupine Creek. A number were killed 
on both sides. Oaptain Wallace and 
other officers of lower rank of the sev- 
enth cavalry are among the killed. 
No more particulars are obtainable. 

Wasninerox, Dec. 29.—The War 
Deparjment has received no report of 
a fight between the sevent cavalry and 


certain Vermont ports of entry against 
Canadian cattle into the Unites States, 
owing to the alleged existence of 
pleuro pneumonia in the Dominion, is 
much criticized here.

FOR THE WORLO'S FAIR. 
Dart of Red woed Giant from Tulare for 
Chicago. 


The section of the big redwood tree 
for exhibition at the world's fair at Chi- 
cago is from the largest and most per- 
fect Big Tree” in California, cut for 
the purpose from the mammoth forest 
in Tulare County, Cal. It measures 
ninety-nine feet in circumference at the 
base. The height of this monster speci- 
men was 312 feet, being 172 feet to the 
first limb, which limb measures three 
feet in diameter. The tree is supposed 
to be nearly 3,000 years old, taking each 
concentric ring to be of one year’s 
growth. It is to be taken from an alti- 
tude of 6,325 feet above the sea level, 
and thirty-three miles from the nearest 
railroad. 

Ten expert woodsmen, says the New- 
Orleans Times-Democrat, have been cut- 
ting the tree since March 19. As this 
tree was taken from the midst of a 
dense forest, it was found necessary to 
build a road for four miles, as nothing 
but a trail existed, leading from the 
tree into the county road. In clearing 
away nearly 400 ordinary-sized trees 
had to be cut down, huge rocks had to 
be blasted, a number of bridges built, 
and many other obstacles had to be 
overcome in order to land this giant of 
the forest at the nearast railroad point. 

Part of the tree has been cut out and 

on hinges, so as to swing open 
and shut like a door. The interior has 
been hellewed to aceommodate visitors, 
of whem over 100 will be able to enter 
aod remain inside of the tree trunk at 
the same time. This exhibit will have 
250 incandescent electric lights.

If there is one thing of which Mexiéd 
is more prolific than revolutions it is 
peculiarities. The peculiafities of that 
country are many and asténishing, not 
that I viewed this people from a narrow 
standpoint, says a writerin the Chicago 
Times, much as the average English 
tourist views America, for we Ameri- 
cans are too familiar with représenta- 
Ives of every clime and nation to be 
yuilty of such insular prejudice, but the 
American dweller in Mexico will find 
the peculiarities of that Nation ‘too 
marked to be overlooked. For instance, 
what would any civilized people on 
earth other than the Mexican think if 
their persoos and property were placed 
under the guardianship of convicts? 
Vet such is the case there. Police duty 
throughout the country districts and in 
large cities like Chihuabuais performed 
by the soldiersof the regular army, said 
army being recruited from the convicts 
of each State. Complaint as to their 
-nefficiency or dishonesty, however, is 
‘arcly heard, though it is an open secret 
n Mexico that a small bribe to the of- 
Acer“ is sufficient to secure immunity 
from arrest. but this fact/so far from 
being made a ground for complaint, 
scems rather a source of congratulation 
ten otherwise. How far we are in ad- 
‘ee of this system of recruiting the 
anks of the police, especially in Chica- 
go, it is difficult to say; there may be 
some who would extend to us the advice 
about not throwing stones; however, be 
it said to the everlasting credit of the 
Mexicans that their police are natives 
of the country in which they wield the 
baton. 

From the police one naturally turns, 
especially in this case, to the criminal. 
In Mexico the burglarzis positively un- 
known. The houses, constructed as 
they are, in view of uprisings, revolu- 
tions, etc., present to the would-be-bur- 
glar but a small chance of success. 
What with blank walls, barricaded win- 
dows, and solid wooden doors, the 
dweller within the average adobe is pre- 
pared at nightfall to withstand the siege 
of a regiment. 

The phase of robbery most popular in 
Mexico is of the Dick Turpin pattern. 
Diek, however, from all accounts, usual- 
ly gives voice to that time-honored com- 
mand: “Your money, or your life,” 
whereas, the Mexican brigand invaria- 
bly demands your money and your life, 
and no amount of plunder, pleading, nor 
promises will avail to save the latter 
should the opportunity be favorable to 
the robber for taking it. The cause of 
this is simply that the laws of the coun- 
try provide that the highway robber, if 
captured, shall suffer death, thus fur- 
nishing the incentive for his invariable 
bloody accompaniment to his original 
crime, that he may forever silence the 
witness of the deed. 

The Mexican is the only natural-born 
bred-in-the-bone socialist in the world. 
He has never read up on the subject; he 
never hears our long-haired ranters 
vociferating about the beauties of their 
system, nevertheless he is the ideal so- 
cialist, and, although he is not up to the 
average in arithmetic, he knows the rule 
of division to a nicety. The average 
Mexican will share his blanket and his 
last loaf or penny with you, should you 
need it, but if you have any thing you 
are expected to be fully as liberal; if 
you don’t, he compels your liberality by 
taking your possessions away from you 
forcibly. In short, if you have not, he 
gives; if you have, he takes, whether 
or no. 

One side of this characteristic of the 
Mexicans is best exemplified by their 
proceedings in the event of the marri- 
‘age of one of their daughters to an 
American. The Mexican, bear in mind, 
is possessed of the ineradicable idea 
that Americans are all rolling in wealth. 
This idea is a source of never-ceasing 
envy on the partof one sex and satisfac- 
tion tothe other. When an American 
marries a Mexican girl her whole fam- 
ily, her sisters, cousins, aunts, ete., and 
all their sisters, cousins, aunts, etc., for 
a hundred miles around are invited to 
the wedding. This ineludes every blood 
relation to the very remotest. They 
not only come, which is bad,°but they 
stay, which is worse. There they camp, 
and until every ounce of food and every 
dollar in sight is gone there they continue 
to camp, and should the luckless bride- 
groom have employment they stay still 
longer, encouraged in the most natural 
and artless manner by their very hospita- 
ble relative,the bride. The feelings of the 
groom under such circumstances can be 

ed, but a protest only meets with 
tears from the bride and indignant aston-

gauges the hospitality and charity of 
others by his own, and wants to be done 
by as he does to others. ;

to the janitor and his assistants 
he looked not unliké“tome ancient high 
priest awaiting the Victim of a sacrifice. 
The calf had already been strapped to 
a frame that conformed closely to the 
shape of his body. This was mounted 
on wheels to facilitate its easy move- 
ment in various directions. The ether 
was given while the doctor talked, and 
he was frequently interrupted by a 
plaintive ‘“‘bah!” or a deep sigh from his 
victim. He first performed tracheotomy 
and then resorted to artificial respira- 
tion, which was done by applying a 
piece of rubber hose from a stationary 
pair of bellows to the tracheotomy 
tube inserted into the animal’s wind- 
pipe, and thus pumping in air, the 
ether sponge being applied to the valve 
of the bellows, etherizing all the air 
forced inte the animal's lungs. 

A triangular section of the ribs and 
cartilages and breast-bone was cut 
away and the parts directly beneath 
dissected from it carefully. Beneath 
was revealed the serous sac ng 


sac cofftaini 
the heart and the roots of the great. 


arteries. This is knewn as the peri- 
cardium. The professor.deftly slit 
this open from battom to top with 
a pair of scissors, and on open- 
ing. it the heart,/ with its append- 
ages, came to view. The motion of the 
heart as it beat, sending the fluid of life 
through the system, was thus shown, ita 
right side being rather darker than the 
left from the venous character of the 
blood passing within, while the brill- 
iantly colored arterial blood gave the 
left side its higher color. 

“Observe,” said the professor, ‘‘that 
the same action is taking place in both 
sides of the heart at thesame time; the 
two ventricles contract and expand at 
the same moment and the long axis of 
the organ shortens in systoles and 
lengthens slightly in diastoles. In sys- 
toles its circular fibers slightly twist it, 
while in diastole it untwists again. 

“The circulation of the blood is best 
shown by the puncture of Harvey. This 
is to push a trocar into the ventricles, 
which, if blood is passing into it, will 
Spurt it out jet after jet in the air.” Aft- 
er giving the class a good chance to 
study the heart’s movement beat the 
professor plunged a” hollow needle or 
trocar, about one-eighth of an inch in 
diameter, inté the left ventricle, and jet 
after jet came jumping out, driven by 
the pump-like action of the organ, thus 
showing that blood was being constant- 
ly forced onward or keptin circulation 
by the contraction of the organ. 

To complete the vivisection and to be 
sure that the animal should not suffer 
any pain the professor and his assistants 
now opened tlie back of the animal’s 
neck and severed the medulia oblongata 
as high as the base of the skull. The 
heart ceased “beating—the victim was 
dead. The animal had lived over an 
hour with its heart exposed, and so per- 
fect was the vivisector's skill that the 
heart’s action did not even seem to weak- 
en in all that time, nor was there the 
slightest sign of pain. 


CLUB EXPENSES. 


What It Costs to Ruan the Fashionable 
* Clubs of New York. 

Few people outside of the governing 
bodies of the big clubs have any idea of 
the vast amount of money which it takes 
to run the larger New York clubs, Bays 
the Sun of that city. Aclub is not a 
money-making institution, and the gov- 
ernors aim toso grade the charges for 


meals, wines, liquors, cigars, etc., as to 


soll them just a little above cost, but 
the receipts from the restaurant and cafe 
of a big club like the Manhattan or 
Union League are, nevertheless, enor- 
mous. Since the Manhattan Club took 
possession of the Stewart mansion its 
always famous cuisine—acknowledgedly 
the best_in New York clubdom—has 
been more than ever in demand. From 
one hundred @m@ fifty to two hundred 
members of theclub dine there every 
night, and the night which is not 
marked by two or three private dinner 
parties is the exception. Including the 
receipts from the restaurant, the sale of 
wines, liquors and cigars, the income 
from billiards and other games, etc., 
the club hasarevenue of nearly $1,000 
a day, exclusive of initiation fees and 


dues. There are more than 1,200 mem- 


bers of the club, and’as each one pays 
seventy dollars a year for dues, the club 
thus nets the snug sum of about 688, 000 
a year in this way, to say nothing of the 
agwregation of two hundred and fifty 
dollars initiation fees from incoming 
members. Take it all in all, the total 
receipts of the Manhattan Club for the 
coming year will probably be somewhere 
between $400,000 $500,000. As all, 
or nearly all, of ‘this money will be ex- 
pended in running the club, it will be 
seen that it costs something like $1,500 
a day to maintain the Manhattan Chub. 
Its most formidable rival, the Union 
League, is not so far behind in the way 
of receipts and running expenses. Last 
year the receipts of the Union League 
from all sources was $296,428.46. 80 
nearly were the receipts and nses 
balanced that the outlay of the clubfor 
the same period was $295,240.14 Of the 
total income, about $115,000 came in the 
form of dues; $19,500 from initiation 
fees; about $62,000 from the restaurant: 
$40,000 from the sale of wines and liq- 
vors; $32,000 from lovers of the weed; 
$20,000 for lodgings, and $4,200 from bill-
